That in his opinion public gambling houses under police regulation are 


preferable to private gambling hidden here and there in back rooms. 
On 


its face this is indeed an astounding situation— an executive officer advocat­ 


ing open breach of the law, 


The crime of this conclusion on the part of Mayor Torrance seems to 


be the“fol!y“ of the public declaration rather than the impropriety of the offi­ 


cial attitude. 
Everybody looks at one side of it only— that in which public 


gambling is negatively sustained. 
That is what Y O U were impressed with, 


was it not Mr. Reader? 
The alternative of obscure “games” in secluded 


dives was lost sight of in the startling confession of an official that he re­ 


gards the law in question most serviceable in its non-enforcement, was 


it not? 


Ever since La Crosse was a sandhill and a blacksmith shop there have 


been public gambling houses here, run as they have been run of late under 


the protection of the official wink 
Ail our mayors— republican and demo­ 


cratic— such men as Levy, Dengler, Boschert, 
Copeland, 
Powell, 
McCord 


and Anderson have permitted them to run. 
They have never been stopped 


excepting when they were being subjected to a “hold up’’ or when the 


gamblers were quarreling among themselves, or during political conflict. 


O f late years we have had a non-partisan police and fire commission. 


During its whole existence has this board ever taken steps to 
close 
the 


gambling houses? 


W e have had churches and pastors here. 
For a long time we have 


had a pastors’ union. 
T h e law permits any man to enter gambling houses, 


an^ destroy gambling kits. 
Has the union done w h a t it could do in the 


matter? 
Is it in a position to engage in 
savage criticism? 


E v t r y m a y o r and every member of the police commission, so far as his 


public acts are of record, has done just what Mayor Torrance has done in 


so far as the administration of the office is concerned. 
Then why blame 


Mayor Torrance because he frankly if incautiously defended a conclusion 


that every last one of them, if honest in his official attitude, secretly in­ 


dorsed and supported? 


In every city in the country this same vexing question is the source 


of constant thought. 
In some cities the conclusion has been reached that 


nothing justifies the *»ubversion of the laws to pamper the confessedly in- 


supprossablc moral laxity of the human race. 
These cities 
are 
“closed 


towns.” but in most of them public policy 
is not settled. 
There is a right 


and a wfrong to it, and while The Tribune 
cannot feel that the fact that great 


communities of good people favor the “open town” after trying both is at all 


conclusive, it does not feel that any one man should be made the butt of at­ 


tack for the existence of conditions whose suppression is in the power of 


every man who charges him with dereliction of duty. 
If La Crosse has 


been wrong, the people of La Crosse should good naturedly accept their 


fair share of the responsibility and proceed to the desired 
changes 
with 


thoughtful deliberation and effective methods. 
A pastors’ union should 


hesitate to become sponsor for a any project inspired by such doubt­ 


ful motives as political strategy or private gain. 
Mayor Torrance was as 


“guilty” his first day in office as he is today, yet during nearly four years of 


his incumbency no adverse criticism appeared and it was not until those 


who now assail him foiled before them a necesity for material upon which 


to base a political campaign that his position appeared reprehensible to 


them. 


The Tribune has a suggestion to make to all those who are interested 


in this movement from pure motives, and who do not want to be placed in
